Cincinnati, Nov. 8.— Today's contest 
ftt the polls yriW go into histdry a* the 
moot amicable as well as one of the moRt 
eanMt and enthusiastic political con- 
tests avar known in Ohio. It has been 
condneted on both sides with deoenoy 
and free from indnlgence in par- 
axial abnae. The campaign has baen 
(onght on national iasnes abnoet ezolu* 
aivaVi with the nndentanding that the 
snooaaBful candidate woola make a 
atnmg bid for the presidential nomina- 
tion by his party. Silver and the tariff 
have been the themes diacnased on the 
stomp and in the public press, but state 
issues have received aome atteutiaa dur- 
ing the past fortnight. 

There are fonr tickets in the field, 
liciided by William McKinley, EepabU- 
lan; Janiwi E. CamplH)ll, Democrat: 
John J. Ashenhurst, ProhiUtton, and 
John Sfitz. People's party. 

The returns from Hamilton county are 
anxiouHly looked for as an important 
factor in the fjeneral result. One-eighth 
of the population of the state is as- 
sembled here. A large plurality in this 
city, either way, will settle the contest. 
Two years ago Campbell carried Hamil- 
ton county by 7,000. Republicans aver 
that McKinley will have a pliirallty of 
equal proportions this year. Democrats 
no not agree with them. The thirte«»n 
members of the legislature from Hmnil- 
ton county will have a potent intlueiice 
on the complexion of that body, which 
will d«(;id«- the senatorial contest. 
I^ould the Ropublic^iifi be victorious, a 
very intenwtiiiK ti;;ht will be inauKU- 
rated in the legislature between Sher- 
man and Foruker. Sherman is ver\' 
strong in the i)arty and Foraker has a 
large and influential followill^;. An to 
the relative strength of tae two men lit- 
tle can be known definitely nntilthe 
leKialature is chosen. 

In the event of the People's party hav- 
ing the balance of power in the legiRla- 
ture a new man r(;r senator will be 
chosen. "Angthiug to l>eAt Sherman" ia 
their cry. 

The Australian ballot is being used for 
the first tim«, and there are so many 
tickel»4 in the field that it is impoHsible to 
estiniate it« eflfects on the result. For 
the timt time in the history of the party 
the Prohibitionists have a complete 
ticket in every- voting precinct of the en 
tire state. The People's party, headed 
by John Seitz, is also liable to cut a 
prominent figure in the result, some of 
ItM ;i<lhen nt« claiming as high as 100,- 
000 voteK. Many conserratlTiB cdnoede 
he will get 50.000 votes. 

In the paNt thirty years Ohio has gone 
Democratic seven times. The Republi- 
cans have ut)t failed to carry the ntrtte 
at every presidential election during this 
period. In 1889 Qovei-nor Campbell re- 
ceived 10,873 plurality. Last year the 
Republicans carried the state by 1U,000, 
when there were 74S.186 votea polled. 
It is believed that 800,000 TOlSS will bs 
cast this year.

The Republicans are more ag' 
greasive than tney have been for years, 
and the Democrats are fighting desper- 
ately to maintain their ascendancy in 
the state. Not dnoe 1879 have the Re- 
publicans elected a governor, and their 
victory was then doe to a split in the De- 
mocracy.

Both partiea have made strong bids for 
the labor vote, which is pretty well di 
vided.

There 
is not much demand for this land now 
for buildinfi; j^nrposes and never**will 
unless more people are brought here and 
given employment. And its value will 
never increase much unless you create a 
demand for it. 



The business of making the postal 
money order blanks has lately 
been transferred from the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company of New 
York to Dunlap & Clark of Pbiladclphia. 
The contract amounts to several tliou- 
sand dollars per month, and under the 
law bids for it have to be advertincd for. 
The New York company has been the 
successful bidder up to this last time, 
when it again put in its bid. Although it 
was the lowest the Postmaater-General 
refused to make the award and re-adveiv 
tised. The New York company entered 
a protest and refused to bid again and 
accordingly the contract was awarded to 
their Philadelphia competitors. Such is 
the story from the East. Of ooarse, the 
action of the PostmaHter-General has 
caused some very unfavorable comment, 
and it is nowintiihated there win be an 
investigation as soon as Congreaa meets. 



WuBH a trust is oiganised nowadays— 
and they are numerous — the first thing 
done is to lessen the product of the 
article it embraces, and then up goes the 
price. The increase in price may be only 
a f«W cents per pound, or per yard, Ac, 
as the case may he, but when you make 
60,000^000 people pay ttiis increase it soon 
euiches the memfoen of the trust. The 
increase in a tax on the ()i'oplc of the 
country for the benefit of a few iudivid- 
oals or corporations. 

And the only way to lesst ii the pro- 
duct of the article embraced by the trust, 
factories have to be shut down or their 
working capacity reduced, thus throw- 
ing the laborers out of employment. 
Here's a case at hand. A special from 
Whe«U|}g, W. Vm, November 2nd, iiayB: 
"It is 'Mth<Hi|»tiv«ly stated that the 
United Ktatoi', ^hjps < ' ' - ''ig 
combine into whwft all tiie lemliag tlint 
glass companies of <li»o6ttntry have been 
merged, will, as hooii as practicable, close 
all the flint glass mold shops with tlie ex- 
ception of tlieee. This will tliiow fully 
76 pi^r cent, of all the mold'm||ceni oat of 
employment." 

The glassware controlled by this trust 
will soon Advance in price. Mark that. 
Tltc object in throwing theso mold-mak- 
ers out of employment is to lessen the 
supply of the goods they make, and give 
the trust an excuse for selling the output 
a little hig iier.

St. Petersbxtro, Nov. 8.— A harrow- 
ing story comes from the provinc<> of 
Samara. The peasants are so reduced 
by starvation and want that many of 
them are nnable to go even to the gov 
emment distributing nointo for supply 
ing food. In one village no leas than 
forty- two have perished, and the num- 
ber of dead in the whole province will 
amount to not less than a tnonsand. 

The survivors in most instances are 
too weak to attend the burial of the de- 
parted, and officials are compelled, 
mnch against their will, to inter the re- 
mains. Samara is also visited by typhus 
fever, which is playing havoc with tnose 
who have managed to aorvive the f am 
iaa.
